Keep smoothing it gently as you iron, 
turning the cover to look for wrinkles. 

A centrepiece is inclined to hoop 
from too tight embroidery; it must be 
put face down on the ironingboard 
when still damp and carefully stretch- 
ed into place. Be careful that the 
threads and stitchery run correctly. 
Pin securely and leave until dry, then 
press under a dampened cloth. 

Colored. embsoideries should be set 
by soaking in salt water or a solution 
of sugar of lead or turpentine and 
water, . 

Do not iron into creases, or even fold. 
Keep table doilies or small mats in a 
box with squares of blue tissue paper 
between: oll centre pieses also with 
blue paper between folds, 

If a centre piece gets a spot on it, but 
is not otherwise soiled, spread it right 
side up on a table and serub the spot 
with a clean tooth brush and lukewarm 
ees! water. 

When embroidered linen is stained 
with fruit, boiling water should be 
poured through tne spot as quickly as 
possible. Stretch the stained portion 
over top of a saucer. 

Rust stains, if not too near the em- 
broidery, ean be removed by applying a 
weak solution of oxalic acid; rinse well 
with boiling water.

CANADIAN FLOUR IN CHINA 


OSSIBILITIES for Canadian flour 
in China is the subject of a spe- 
cial report made to Ottawa by 

Trade Commissioner J. B. Jackson in 
China. 

The Commissioner points out that 
Hong Kong took 34,285 barrels of flour 
from the U.8. in March, and for the 
nine months ending March 31, 1910, the 
U.8. flour export velume to China was 
629,435 barrels. Little if any wheat is 
grown in the southern -provinces of 
China, which must import from Shang- 
hai, Hankow, ete., or frou foreign 
countries. 

An opportunity presents itself now 
in China for the development of Cana- 
dian flour exports there, particularly 
as the staple grain foodstuff, rice, is 
high. 

In this connection the Commissioner 
reports: 

Harvesting in China is now in full 
progress, and a few days more if the 

ood weather holds will suffice for the 
ingathering of China’s wheat harvest. 
Rice is the crop of greatest importance 
here, then cotton, though wheat is a 
crop of great importance. At the pres- 
ent juncture every bushel means an ad- 
ditional preventive against distress and 
disturbance. ‘The spring weather was 
unpropitious, being cold aud wet, and 


}as ap unusual summer heat (92 degrees

A 
modern plough would cost a great deal 
more and more power would be neces 
sury, and these are insurmountable dif 
ficulties at present

TRAINS AS PLANT DISTRIBUTORS 
ig has been noticed that many plants 

not natives of the locality are to. be 

found growing in the nighborhood 
of great railroad yards. Sometimes the 
seeds of these plants have been brought 
thousands of miles from their natural 
habitat. Often’ they flourish amid their 
new surroundings and gradually spread 
over the surrounding country, Thus the 
trains carry unsuspected. emigrants, 
Which travel to and from every point 
of the compass. In the Miésigsi pi Val. 
ley are to be found plants. which within 
a few years past have thus been brought 
together; some from the Atlantic sea- 
board, some from the guit region, and 
some from the other side of the Rocky 
Mountains. ; 

IS SHOOTING TOO EASY? 

A Bisley ‘Puzzle 

f dee shooting at Bisley this year has 

been remarkable. Record after 

record has been broken, ‘‘bull’s- 
eyes’’ and ‘‘centrals’’ have been scored 
in almost unbroken succession; in sone 
cases ‘‘highest possible’’ scores bave 
been counted out of the prize lists, only 
scores containing a high percentage of 
‘‘centrals’’—shots striking within an 
inner ring in the bull’s eye—being of 
value. ‘And just because the shooting 
has been 80 good the National Rifle As- 
sociation is confronted “with a serious, 
problein} on the right solution of whieh 
the r of shovting-in-the-im= 
pire will depend. * we 

For the immediate, and already per- 
ceptible result of this astonishing shodt- 
ing is that the young shot becomes dis- 
couraged. Entries have fallen off, and 
the decrease. will. continue unless some- 
thing’is done. 

Now, the reason of this too exeellent 
marksmanship is that the National Rifle 
Association have sanctioned the use of 
the aperture, or peep’’ sight, with 
which the firer sees the target through 
a window instead of over a bar with a 
notch in it. This kind of sight’is much 
easier to shoot with, eopecislly when it 
is combined with a lateral adjustment 
of the back-sight for wind allowance. 
The military authoritiés, on the other 
hand, do not permit the use of the aper- 
ture sight under service conditions. A 
Territorial or Regular soldier has to fire 
his ‘‘standard test’’ for marksmanship 
over the open sight or bar, and it is on 
the open sight that the young soldier is 
trained. The open sight is the service 
sight, while the aperture sights in use 
on Bisley Common are not adapted to 
service conditions. 

Before the adoption of the ‘‘peep’’ 
sight a man could come to Bisley with 
his rack rifle, the rifle issued to him by 
his corps, and could stand as good a 
chance of getting into the prize list as 
anybody else. A gcore of 33 out of 35 
would come in on a one;range shoot; 
and a score of 100 over three-distance 
shoots was certain to be well up in the 
prize list. Last year, for instance, in 
the Stock Exchange firing, scores of 95 
points eame in, whereas this year scores 
of 101 points were counted out and ob- 
tained uo prize at all. 

The National Rifle Association do not 
owe their success to the man who takes 
all the first prizes. Their chief support- 
ers are the young ‘‘shots’’ who come 
down to Bisley with a reasonable hope 
of getting into the prize list somewhere, 
and if these are discouraged by the 
counting out of ‘‘highest possible’’ 
scores the association will inevitably 
suffer. This year, for example, the 
entries for the King’s Prize were 102 
less than last year; there were only 
1,093 entries, as against 1,195. Formerly 
the Volunteer battalions paid for the 
entries of their best shots. Now, how- 
|ever, they have no funds to do so, and 
|the County Associations have ueither 
{the funds uor the power. Several bat 
talious whigh used to enter ten or 
| twelve men for the King’s Prize now 
|ouly have two or three, and if it were 
; not for the number of Colonials who are 
at Bisley this year the entries would be 
fewer still. 

Here, then, is the dilemma. The Na 
tioua! Rifle Association has no outside 
support, and must cousequently, for its

has been managed with exceptional skill 
from the beginning, and that, moreover, 
has been most liberally aided by public 
subsidies. That the Grand Trunk has 
been able, under these circumstances, 
to not only keep-head above water, but 
to give so good a service as it has given, 
speaks volumes for the capacity in man- 
agement of later years. t if the road 
is ever to be placed on a satisfactory 
footing the facts in regard to capital. 

Fully half 
that capital was lost at the beginning 
and that loss may as well be recognized 
soon as late and the lost eapital wiped 
off the books.

On that board the 
company and the men were both repre- 
sented with a third—J, E. Atkinson, of 
the Toronto Star, as chairman.

ingness to leave the question to the ar 
bitrament of a board of experienced 
railway men. Since then, believing it 
is able to move its trains without the 
strikers, the company has refused to 
arbitrate at all, Both parties are at 
fault, but the first and chief fault lay 
with the strike leaders in refusing to 
accept au award which their own repre 
sentative had signed. 

The settlement of the strike gives the 
men nothing but the standardization of 
wages, to start in 1912 instead of 1913 
as originally intended. é

One thing which'th¢ amateur dressmaker sometimes Joses 
sight of is the neeedsity for having the belt of a etie-piece 
gown quite large enough to fit comfortably.

Even with a slender figure a fue is more graceful Mf®he belt 
is quite large. In many well made costumes the waist line 
measures a surprisingly large number of inches, although, of 
course, the effect produced is not that of a thick or clumay 
figure. The final effect of slenderness is obtained not by tod 
tight a belt, but by the way the belt is shaped and placed on 
the gown. It should always slope upward from the middle of 
the front, being highest at the back. This slope is sometimes 
so gradual that it is hardly perceptible, and with other gowns 
the’ rise from front to back will be quite noticeable. 

Besides being placed on the gown so that it rises in this 
manner, the belt is often graduated in ‘width at the sides, 
often-only a very little, but sufficient to improve the effect 
on the figore and aad to the impression of,slenderness. Just 
at present the belts are set on somewhat. above the natural 
waist line, especially in the evenine gowns, but this is largely 
a question of what is becoming. If 4 short waisted effect is 
not suited to a figure nothing is more fatal to the becoming 
ness of a gown. As a general rule, the short, stout figure ap 
pears better in a gown which retains the natural waist line 
or even lengthens the waist instead of shortening it. A 
rather decided dip to the front of the belt is frequently most 
becoming to a stout .gure, and many 6f the new designs for 
gowns show a narrow belt which ean be utilized in this man 
ner to rescue the stout figure from an appearance of elumsi 
ness. The belt fot such ‘a person should be of soft material 
of the same color as the material, a darker shade or black, 
and not noticeable in any way.

What peculiar freak of nature caused 
the deposition of the black diamonds in 
this seetion of the world, and nowhere 
else, is one of the mysteries which 
science has failed to explain. None of 
them has been found in the great Kim- 
berley diamond mines, where the crystal 
form of di&tmonds have for so long been 
mined, and likewise vo fine specimens 
of the gem diamond have been found in 
| the Brazilian black diamond fields, 

The whole origin of the black dia 
monds is therefore a scientific enigma. 
Naturally the question is raised, ‘‘Of 
what use is @ black diamond?’’ Noone 
would care to& wear one of these dia 
monds, which resembles a piece of coal 
more than a real diamond; and so far 
no one has popularized the black gems 
as the blaek pearl has been. Neverthe 
less, the black diamonds serve a most 
important and useful function in the in 
dustrial world. 

This pure black carbon is not only 
harder than the real diamond, but tough 
er, and not so brittle us the gem. Con 
sequently it is of great value for many 
mechanical purposes, and particularly 
for boring with diamond drills, In dia- 
mond drilling the tips of the drills are 
studded with carbon or black diamonds,

WILLIAM BENNIE DEAD 


W ILLIAM RENNIE, founder of the 

Rennie Seed House, and for 

~ some years farm superintendent 
at the 0.A.C., died recently. Mr. Rennie 
had been in poor health for some time 
past, and on May 23rd last had a stroke 
of paralysis, after which he declined 
steadily. 

In a humble log cabin in Scarborough, 
Mr. Rennie was born in 1835. His father 
and mother, haying emigrated from 
Scotland a few years previous, wefe in 
very poor circumstances. His early 
days were spent on the farm. 

in 1860 Mr. Rennie left the homestead 
and started farming for himself on the 
second concession of Markham, near 
Richmond Hill. 

In 1870 he rented his farm and moved 
to Toronto, where he established the 
seed business which has developed to 
such a marvelous extent. Shortly after 
establishing bis seed business Mr, Ren- 
nie found it necessary to. grow a large 
portion of his seeds, and agam assumed 
charge of his farm, With .more im 
proved methods and a better kuowledge 
of agriculture, he developed his farm so 
that in 1884, in competition for the best 
managed farm. Mr. Sruale was nwarded 
the first silver piedal, Wile his proses ; 
Simpson Rennie, won the gold medal, 

rt. Rennie’s farm was the centre of 
some very interesting gatherings in con 
nection with the old ‘‘Markham Farm- 
ers’ Club.’’ These annual re-unions 
used to bring upwards of a thousand 
people. 

Mr. Renvie retired from business in 
1889, leaving the now well-known Ren- 
nie seed establishirent to his three sons 

—Robert, Jobn and Thomas. In 1893 he 
was asked by the late Hon. John Dry- 
den, then Minister of Agriculture, to 
take the position of Farm Superinten- 
dent at the Ontario Agricultural College 
at Guelph, to demonstrate his new ideas 
regarding agriculture. This he did, and 
remained with the College for six ycars, 


cultivation, and thoroughly demonstrat 
Upon his return to 
Toronto he put into book form all his 
valuable information and experience in 
a volume known as ‘‘Successful Farm- 
ing,’’ a book which has been read with 
profit and interest by the farmers of 
Canada generally. 

In the early days of the Industrial 
Exhibition Mr. Rennie was an active 
worker, and was Second Vice-President 
from its organization. He had been 
retained by the board as an honorary 
director.

The Lady Mayofess of London, Lady 
Knill, who recently gave a banquet to- 
the archbishops and bishops, is a wo- 
man of very religious and charitable 
sympathies.
